THE AGREEMENT WITH THE ALLIES. . 


Washington, February 21. 
‘In reply to an enquiry from the Senate, President Wilson stated 
tlat he had not entered into any agreement with the officials of 
Great Britain concerning the Sale.of the ex-German liners seized in 
American ports, neither had he entered into any agreement respect-, 
ing the disposition of these ships by the United States. 

The President has also transmitted to the Senate a copy of the 
oroposed agreement made in Paris between the Allied and Associated 
Sovernments under which each ig to retain as its own complete 
title to and use of all ships captured on the seas and detained during 
che wat as a war measure.” The agreement also provides that since 
she ships to be retained by the United States, Brazil, Ching, Cuba 
ind Siam exceed their claims for merchant tonnage lost, 2 Cofantis- 
sion shall determine the reasonable value of such excess, and those 
vountries shall’ pay such sums to the Commission for credit to 
Sermany in making reparation for war losses of merchant ships.

weigh. We were tald so'in re- 
sponse to some enquiries we 
made, but thers was Hongkong’s 
usually whispered addendum 
“But don't say ansthing about it 
just yet.’ Now we find that 
practically nothing has been done 
at all and that there is a proposal! 
to call a meeting of the Com- 
mittee next week.-for the con- 
sideration of the various schemes. 
Together with the publication of 
this ‘fact we were able to 
publish yesterday details 
jof what is boing done in 
Shanghai. Hongkong generally 
has to play second’ fiddle to 
Shanghai in the matter of 
leSiciency and on this question of 
a war memorial it is so again.
